PHILADELPHIA, Ang. 8.—Dr. Agni-w 
9 given to the Times a statement re- 


garding the location of the ball wbioh 
wounded President Garfield, which is of 
great value. An eiamination with the 
probe has shown tbat tbe wound in- 
flicted by Ouiteau's pistol was of a lar 
less serious character than was fora 
long time supposed. It appears that 
some of the dangers moat feared had 
no real existence, and there is now no 
reason to apprehend either an unfavor- 
able turn or lasting inconvenience from 
the continued presence of tbe bullet in 
the president's body. It has been defi- 
nitely ascertained tbat the cavity of the 
cheat and abdomen were never entered, 
and necessarily the peritoneal mem- 
brane,was not pierced, nor was tbe liver 
torn.' The opening of the wound, it 
will be remembered, is between the 
tenth and eleventh ribs, four inches to 
tbe right of the spinal column. The 
direction of tbe wound was almost di- 
rectly downward. Tbe bullet striking 
and splintering the eleventh rib, lost it* 
main force, and being deflected besides, 
passed through the tisane of the mus- 
cles which form tbe soft wall of the 
abdominal region and came to rest just 
at the crest of the illinm, or broad, 
flaring bone which forms the hip. The 
precise location is in either the quadra- 
tus or tbe proas muscle, but which 
cannot yet be told, as Dr. Agnew did 
not succeed in touching tbe ball,thongh 
he introduced a probe fully seven inches 
into the wound. The difference, how- 
ever, can be but slight. The two mus- 
cles are in close contact with each oth- 
er, and, no matter which it is imbedded 
ia, the leaden pellet can not be far from 
the surface of the body. The quadra- 
tus muscle is a broad band wbioh is at- 
tached to the lowest rib, to the anterior 
surface of the spine, and to the crest 
of illium or bip bone,and it was length- 
wise through it that the projectile pass- 
ed. The proas muscle arises from the 
transverse processes of the vertebrae, 
and passes down to the femur or thigh 
bone, to which it helps to give motion. 
In speaking of tbe process by whieh 
this definite knowledge of the nature 
of the wound waa obtained, Dr. Agnew 
said tbat the electrical balance was not 
of the slightest service. The informa- 
ion was obtained by the ordinary meth- 
od of probing. It was quite reliable, 
te said, above all as to tbe point that 
none of the great cavities bad been en- 
ered. The dullness under percussion, 
wbioh bad been regarded as a symptom 


>f injury to the liver, and the resulting 
lemorrhage, be explains on the theory 
hat that organ was slightly bruised by 
the ball in its passage.

The president 
speedily recovered from the effects of 
tbe ether, and asked Bliss what had 
been done. The doctors told him and 
he expressed himself a* well satisfied. 
He remained comfortable after the op- 
eration, and at 11:30 was doing nicely. 
The physicians expect this operation 
will have met the. recent trouble, but a 
close watch will be kept, on its issue. 
Dr. Hamilton will probably return to 
New York this evening. Prof. Taintor 
was on hand with his battery for testing 
the eleetrio probes tbis morning, but it 
wsa deemed unnecessary to experimeiit. 


Tbe operation performed upon the 


president to-day has so far resulted 
most satisfactory to the surgeons. There 
was not a new pus cavity, but owing to 
a turn in the channel the flow of pn* 
was obstructed. The purpose of the 
incision to-day was to make a direct 
and straight channel. At 10 o'clock 
to-nig^ht Dr. Bliss said to the western 
associated press agent that be was en- 
tirely satisfied, so far, with tbe opera- 
tion that relieved the president almost 
instantly. Dr. Bliss said that the only 
thing necessary to a certain recovery ol 
the president was to keep the discharge 
of pns open; that every obstruction ol 
the discharge manifested itself immedi 
ately in unfavorable symptoms; that at 
soon as the evening febrile rise showed 
itself the surgeons were satisfied there 
was an obstruction in the. discharge ol 
the pus. He said the doctors held 
consultation at which it was determined 
tbat the flow of pus was not as free as 
it ought to be; that tbe curve over tbe 
twelfth rib obstructed the flow. Dr. 
Bliss proposed an incision below the 
twelfth rib and it was agreed upon. It 
was made this morning. 


At 11:38 p. m. Dr. Bliss said tbe 


president was sleeping naturally ant 
quietly. He said the surgeons did noi 
apprehend any further trouble with the 
wound, and expressed the opinion that 
the president would recover slowly, bui 
sorely, now.

comic singer. If so, you remember 
how she opens it with a studiedly 
graceful flourish; how she posea with 
U spread behind her head or her 
waist; how she waves it seductively 
over her bosom; how f-lie taps her 
shoulder and arms with it closed, 
and how she in other artful ways 
makes it a valuable means of co- 
quetry. Well, the Saratoga belle 
does all those tricks and many oth- 
ers. 
She shades her face when the 


light is bright with a fan of exactly 
the color lo suit her complexion. She

from behind a fan. She strikes 
feathery blows at the horrid 
men.
